MISSIONS.

_ _ In carrying out this commission we have, 
divided our mission work into Foreign, Home and State. 


for convenience sake, 
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Foreign Missions. 


Southern Baptists are supporting missionaries in Africa, Argen- 
tina, Brazil, China, Japan, Italy and Mexico. On the foreign field, we 
have 186 missionaries, 151 ordained natives and 484 unordained na- 
tive helpers. There are 380 churches, 43 of which are self-supporting. 
In these churches there were last year 5,252 baptisms, making a total 
membership of 30,000. The churches sent to the Foreign Board for the 
support of this work last year, $587,458.97. Of this amount Missis- 
sippi gave $33,634.44; and of this latter amount the twenty-two 
churches in this Association gave $308.72, which was about eight 
cents per member. 


Home Missions. 


To our Home Mission Board located at Atlanta, Ga., is commit- 
ted the task of helping those States which are unable to care for their 
own State Mission work, mission work also in the Island of Cuba, in 
the canal zone among the Indians, Negroes and foreign population. 
The churches contributed to this work last year $369,592.00. Of this 
amount, Mississippi Baptists gave $27,052.20; and of this last amount 
the 3462 members in Zion Association gave $262.62, which is about 
seven cents per member. 


State Missions. 


There is no department of our mission work more vital and far- 


reaching than State Missions. Home and State Missions constitute 
the base of supplies; and in proportion as we build up the waste 
places at home, we will be the better able to send the Gospel beyond 
the seas. This Association gave last year for State Missions, $176.39, 
which is about five cents per member. 

Your Committee would urge that the pastors and leaders in the 
churches increase the circulation of the Baptist Record, Home Field 
and Foreign Mission Journal. By reading these, our people would 
become informed and their interest deepened in Mission work.

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REPORT ON WOMAN'S WORK. 


The Woman"s Missionary Union, Auxiliary to the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention was organized twenty-six years ago in Richmond, 
Va. Each year it has gone forward towards its goal, which is noth- 
ing less than. enlisting every woman and young person connected 
with the Baptist churches of the South in active service for the salva- 
tion of the world. 


We now have more than twelve thousand societies connected with 
the organization. The societies are divided into Sunbeams for chil- 
dren. Royal Ambassadors and Girl’s Auxiliaries for boys and girls, 
Young Woman’s Auxiliaries for young ladies, and Women’s Mission. 
ary Societies for the women. In this great organization composed of 
many, many thousand southern Baptist women and young people, each 
one has a distinct place and work, through which they can come into 
closer contact with their Saviour and be a true factor in making the 
world better and feel the thrill, the joy and the triumph of a great 
host marching on to a great victory for God, 


The work of the Union is done through the Boards of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention. Through the Sunday School Board it con- 
tributes to the Bible fund, through the Foreign Mission Board it sup- 
ports all the women missionaries and the schools under their charge 
on the foreign mission field of the Southern Baptist Convention, and 
besides gives largely to hospitals and other schools, through the Home 
Mission Board it contributes to all phases of its work. In the Wom- 
an’s Missionary Training School located at Louisville, Ky., which is 
owned and supported by the Union,it prepares women for mission work 
on home and foreign fields. In Zion Association we have only eight

No Report. 


Rev Bryan Simmons read the following report on “Hospital 
Work,” which on motion was received, discussed by Bryan Simmons 
and the Association made the following cash contributions to the 
Hospital, to-wit: $6.05, and the report was adopted. 


MISSISSIPPI BAPTIST HOSPITAL. 


Evidently the smile of God’s approval has been on the labors of 
our Hospital during the year just closing. , 

Three hundred and forty patients have been cared for in our build- . 
ing which has only eight rooms for patients. This is 100 more than 
were cared for during the previous year. Of these 332 were charged 
regular prices for services rendered. Reduction in prices were made 
to 59; while 54 were cared for without charge. The benevolent service 
rendered, figured on a conservative basis, amounts to $1,501.83. 

In addition to this, the benevolent work done by the physicians and 
Surgeons practicing in the Hospital amounts to $3,358.00, and repre- 
sents service rendered to 81 patients. Besides this they made sub- 
stantial reductions to many others. 

This benevolent service was rendered without any consideration ag 
to denominational allignments. Among the number were six children 
from Baptist Orphanage, ten from the Methodist Orphanage, and four 
from the Mississippi Home Finding Society. 

Out of 340 patients treated there were only 13 deaths. 

Operative patients 244, 7 deaths. Medical patients 96, 6 deaths. 


Running Expenses, 


Notwithstanding the large amount of benevolent work done, it is 
a pleasure to report that all current ex 
something has been paid on old accounts. This has been made pos- 
sible by collections from patients who were able to pay, by cash con- 
tributions from individua S, and many excellent donations from our 
W. M. U’s., as well as by the practice of rigid economy. 


The New Building. 


Work was resumed on the new building about the first of July 


and is progressing nicely. It is hoped that the building will be ready 
for occupancy by Thanksgiving Day. In order to proceed with this 
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work, the trustees have issued and sold $30,000 worth of 6 per cent 
bonds, These bonds are to be redeemed within the next seven years 
and are secured by the subscriptions secured and by the buildings of 
the institution. 

Fixtures and rig ao for the new building are to be paid for 
by collections from subscriptions falling due before the firfst of Jan- 
uary, 1915, and from future cash donations. 


The Religious Side. 


Although definite Christian service is camparatively new in con- 
nection with hospital work, yet this is the only reasan for the exist- 
ence of our Hospital. We have sought to do all our work in a Chris- 
tian spirit. Our Bibles, Tracts and Religious Books and papers have 
been read with pleasure and profit. 

Public services on Sunday afternoons have been held occasionally, 
and would have been held oftener, but for lack of suitable place. Our 
nurses have daily devotional services, and some of them are proving. ° 
efficient as personal workers for Christ. ’ 


The Needs. 


That the people of the State know more of the Hospital that they 
might pray and work for it more intelligently. 

The prompt payment of all subscriptions as they fall due, and 
further subscriptions to cover deficiencies in those already secured. 

The formation of a “Benevolent Circle” for systematic assistance 
in “Helping those who cannot help themselves.”

Lawrence, J. E. Thigpen, J. W. Hicks, and on motion the report was 
amended so as to read as follows, “Looking toward the appointing of a 
Sabbath School Missionary, and recommend the same to the Work- 
ers Conference,” and report was adopted. 


SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


In the Zion Association a year ago there was reported from the 
churches 3,462 members. In the past three years there has been added 
to the various churches of our Association, 196 members. There has 


‘been four Sunday Schools organized with an addition 166 members. 


We have now 3,462 members in our churches. We have 903 men, 
women and children in the Baptist homes of our Association who are 
not members of the churches, nor Sunday Schools, making a total of 
5,365 and only 1368 of this number members of the Sunday School. 
What definite undertaking have we the churches of the Zion Associ- 
ation before us as to the Sunday School work or the teaching service 
of the church? Every successful business man has an aim for his 
business. The farmer has the desire to make an especial showing each 
year, he wants to improve his lands so he will get a better yield each 
succeeding season. He is turning away from the old methods inten- 
sive farming and diversification of crop. 

The up-to-date merchant has discarded the old methods of business 
for the new and better ways; so with the banker and all other aggres- 
Sive business men. 

The school teacher of today is not satisfied with last sessions work 
but as soon as commencement is over he or she is off to a summer 
normal to do some special. work, looking to the betterment of the de- 
partment in which he is to teach next year. 

Each Sunday School should have some definite aim for this year. 
If yours is not A-1, then perhaps the A-1 should be your goal for the 
coming months. You might take the standard of excellence as fol- 
lows and check up and see where you stand: 


1. Perennial. 

2. Use of Baptist Literature. : 

3. School under control of Church. 

4. Bibles used above Primary. 

5. Either teacher or worker council. 

6. Normal class diploma held by at least all the teachers. 

7. Department separated by movable partitions or at least 
curtains. 


8. At least 75 per cent of the church members enrolled in Sun- 
day School or Home Department. 

9. School Graded. 

10. The school emphasizing evangelism. 

If you are lacking in enrollment and attendance, take a religious 
census and assign to each department the task of enlarging its pos- 
sible ae If it is grading you need to take the proper steps 
to bring about the desired results. Then if it is equipment or teach- 
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ers training or what ever it may be, that you need to bring about 
your school to the A-1 standard. 

Undertake one step at a time, then having attained that, first 
concentrate your efforts on the next step in which you are lacking. 
Lets have a definite aim, without it there can be no real progress. 

There can be no progress without a reasonable dissatisfaction with 
present attainments. We recommend that-the Zion Association in- 
struct the executive committee to look toward the appointing of a 
Sunday School Missionary, and recommend the same to the Worker’s 
Conference. : ; 

We also recommend that each church in the Association send dele- 
gates to Workers Conference, which meets second fifth Sunday in 1915 
at Bethel Church. : 

We recommend as far as possible that each Sunday School have 
: teacher normal class as recommended by “Baptist Sunday School 
3oard.”

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, was founded 16 years ago, in 
response to what seems clearly to have been a divine call. Many and 
pay were the cries of helpless, homeless orphan children ere this; 

ut no denominational hand had been held out to their help, until Rev. 
L. S. Foster, of Senatoba, brought the matter of establishing an Or- 
phanage before the denomination. Our people following the example 
. of Mrs. Lou H. Moore, began to respond with their means and soon the 
work of sheltering feeding and clothing orphan children was com- 
menced. In the 16 years, since the home was founded, about 600 
children have received care and training for a long or shorter time. Of 
these, many have gone out to build homes for themselves, others to fill 
positions of usefulness; and at present, there are about 225 to 230, all 
the while, who must be fed and clothed and trained for usefulness. 
Brethren, these are our charges. Their cries are unto God’s people. 
These are our Lord’s little ones, and Jesus said, “Inasmuch as ye did 
it unto the least of these ye did it unto Me.” Our Board of Trustees, 
_ at its last meeting, authorized the purchase of additional lands, to 

which our larger boys are to be transferred for additional training, 
and larger usefulness. Early in the Spring a beavtiful tract of 300 
acres, 12 miles south of Jackson, one, mile west of Florence, was pur- 
chased at $15.00 per acre. Our Superintendent and ten boys, began 
farming operations soon after its purchase, and they report a splendid 
crop. We are sure, that when properly developed, it will not only be 
self-sustaining, but will be a source of income, to our Home, in Jack- 
son, where our girls and smaller boys will continue to be cared for. Re-
